The Manufacture of Japan Soy. 

At a recent meeting of tiermau 
I chemists a Mr. Krieli communicated a 
paper on the preparation of Japan 
,soy, a product of which the details of 
manufacture are /is yet imperfectly 
known; Soy has been nmnnfaplurciT 
in Japan for over a t honsanU.‘years, 
and forms a very considerable article 
of consumption in that country and 
throughout the Fast. Then* are many 
factories of the condiment in theeoun 
try, one of the largest being at Tokio, 
where considerably over one million 
gallons are specially prepared fot 1 *ex¬ 
port every year. The principal ingre¬ 
dients known to he used in tin* manu¬ 
facture of soy an* a very |iard long- 
aimed variety of barley,common salt, 
soya beans (Ihiliclms soya), a soeeially 
prepared ferment, and. water. The soy 
beans,a re roasted like collet?, the bar¬ 
ley is partly roasted and partly 
multcd. The roasted partsof the bar¬ 
ley and the beans /in? soaked in cold 
Water, cooled, and preserved by the 
addition of a liberal dose of common 
salt. To this are added first a dias¬ 
tase solution, /tud afterward a spec¬ 
ially prepared ferment, which causes 
an extremely slow fermentatjon, hut 
without any considerable formation 
of carbonic dioxide or alcohol. The 
degree of strength of fin* soy depends 
upon the time usi*d in tin* process of 
manufacture, which varies from one 
to three years. If. kept cool and out 
of the light, soy e/ui In* kept good for 
a very long tune, hut the action of 
and free access of air cause fermenta- 
t ion .—Scientific American. 
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A New Acid. 

Mr. I>>tvi«l lltiojH'r. F. ('. H., of One- , 
taeamnnd, India, has #*xt rncted a new 
arid from tin- leaves of I la- plant 
known to botanists ns Gynmnnn nyl- 
vputrr. It in a plant of tin' family of 
Aselepindiie, wliirli grows in tin' I>**<•- 
!•«)ii Peninsula, Assam, and Africa,and 
it wan found that on chew ini' it* 
leaves, all sense oi the sweet taste of 
Hillin' disapprared as if hy manic. l|or ■ 
instance, if gingerbread were eaten, 
only tin’ taste ot the ginger was per¬ 
ceived; if a sweet ora line, only the j 
arid llavor of the citric arid, and the 
/n ange seemed as sour as a lime or a 
lemon, lint wlfat is st iTJ more curious, 
not only the sweet taste of snhstantes 
rout aining sugar is elTaYed. hut hitter 
ness is also destroyed at the same 
t him", lienee if a person takes sulphate 
Nif quinine after chew inn thejeavrs of 
(lie i.'ytimrmu , it merely tastes like 
so much elmlk or plaster of Paris. 
.The elfect in quest mil lasts, as a rule, 
for one or two hours, and then the I 
sense of taste returns to its normal 
eoudit ion. The act iv.e principle of t lie 
leaves of this plant appears to lie j 
"soliiMe in watei. alcohol, ether, and 
lieu/.ol. 'Hie aqueous solut ion of the 1 
siilisianres soluhlc in alcohol had a 
decided ae.d reaction, and the author 
e\ i raet.ed an acid from it not unlike 
chrysophauic acid in some-respect s. 
hut dilh-rctit in others. To this, new 
product he has. given the name .of j 
Kyiniiriinc tuid. and it possesses the 
anti sweet and hnt’biOer properties 
found in the leaves ns a hove described. 
The jailverized sun-dried lea vesyielded 
about II per rent of t heir weight of t his 
singular new product . about w hich w e 
shall, no doubt, hear more in the 
course of a short time.

A Great Artesian Well. 

The artesian wi ll at t lie hotel Pome 
de Leon, at St. Augustine. is one of 
(•real force and constancy. It is 1-100 
feet deep and t welvr inches in diameter, i 
The water Hows emitinually and with I 
sullieient force to maintain the form 
ot a fountain about twenty feel high 
and an estimated volume of 7.000 
galjons per minute, or ten million gal¬ 
lons daily. -The month of the well is 
about ten feet above t tde water. After 
passing! hrouiih various st rata of sand 
in boring the well, small shells, and. 
blue clay. rock was st tuck in w hich, at 
a depth of loti to l!»o feet, a water- 
bearini! vein was fmnw) and in chalk 


format ioti. At a. depth of o20 feet, 
there was a sudden large increase in the 
flow. The drilling was further con¬ 
tinued t hioiigh coral and thin shells of 
limestone, hut with lib further acres 
sion of water until a depth of 1,100 
feel had been reached, when the How 
was perceptibly increased. After this 
the drilling was continued down 
through alternate layers of sandstone 
and limestone to the total depth of 
1,100 feet, but without materially ad¬ 
ding tot lie supply . 

/Hie temperature taken at different 
dept lis showed a constant rise, as fol¬ 
lows: Kali at 27 feet below the 

surface, 71® at a depth of IM feet. 70° 
at /i depth of 7*20 feetand K0° at a 
dept h of 1 /till feet.. 'Hie formations 
passed t luoijgli were generally soft. and 
the whole time occupied in the work 
was but a lit t le over t wo months. The 
well was commenced with a diameter 
of JA ( inches, but when indications 
pointed to there being so large and 
constant a supply, its size was in¬ 
creased to twelve inches. The beaut i- 
1 11 1 fountain made by this well has also 
most appropriate surroundings-in the 
buildings and grounds ol t lie new l.’once 
de I,eon Hotel. This hotel has been 
erected by Nlr. II. M. Flagler, ot New 
York. It is t he most desirable site in 
the city Ot St. Augustine, covering.in 
all an area of six acres.—.ScfeKT/Wc 
Amrrinin.

In titty years steamships 'have in¬ 
creased in tonnage from t57tons 
to t,.‘t 1 h, 15,‘i tons, while their propor¬ 
tion to th* total tegistered tonnage of 
Hr it ish ships has increased from 1 to 
II to 1 to 211. The lirst Cunarders 
were only 2<>7 feet long and JH feet • t 
inches heam, while the til'st steamer 
which plied regularly between Liver¬ 
pool and New York, the Loyal Wil¬ 
liam, measured only 175 feel in length. 
The steps by. which tin* marine engine 
lias developed have been, lirst, the 
screw propeller, then the introduction 
of iron and steel in the building of 
ships, then the increase of steam 
pressure in the boiler, then the adopt¬ 
ion of surface condensation, followed 
l>y t he use of compound and duplicate* 
expansion cylinders, and a much larger 
increase in boiler pressure, rendered 
possible by the use of mild steel in the 
construction of boilers, have -effected 
in all a reduction of To |»erccnt. in the 
consumption of coal and an increase 
of 110 per cent, in spc«*d.
